Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
1260973. 

The claim is drawn o broad limitations such as "window width Tw", "fixed factor", 

"minimum linear velocity"... etc. the claim fails to recite any numerical values, thus such

limitations read on infinite possibilities. Therefore, the claim read on a delay time of the 

top peak power and the trail peak power that is proportional to a window Tw 

i 

corresponding to fig 1 of the claimed invention. Applicant's attention is drawn to fig 6 of 

i 

the reference showing an optical disk recording apparatus comprising the use of a delay 
dTop at the peak top signal and dely at the trailing signal dTcl and a window width Ttop 
meeting the claimed invention. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 6. The reference shows a trailing delay dTcl. 

Claims 9, 12, 15 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of the prior art shows the use of corresponding numerical limitations as claimed. 
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Claims 1, 2,4, 5, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13, 14, 16 and 17 are allowed. 
None of the cited prior art shows the use of a starting delay time of a top peal power as 
claimed.
